(Unlike a typical PC magazine, GW2k’s 
fiber list grows at a rate close to 100,000 people per month.) 
Fred’s article highlights some of the PC industry trends associated with 
the chicken and egg dilemma. 

The fundamental issue is that software developers will only write 
software to a large hardware installed base (PC owners), and customers, 
like yourselves, will only buy hardware that is supported by a wide range 
of software. Here are some of the more common chicken and egg 


problems in the PC industry: 
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MPEG — Motion Pictures Experts Group technology enables | 
digitized video with full screen and high-quality audio, just like on your | 
VCR. Many industry pundits believe that MPEG is critical for the | 
convergence of PCs and TVs. Unfortunately, up to this point, MPEG | 
hardware solutions have been pricey, and the installed base is small, so 7 
ISVs (Independent Software Vendors) have been hesitant to write | 
software to take advantage of the higher quality. Because of this, MPEG | 
has been relegated to niche markets. The chicken/egg cycle will be | 
broken by the end of 95, when MPEG will be effectively enabled at no | 
charge with high-speed Pentium CPUs and video-scaling graphics cards. | 
When buying a PC in the fourth quarter, make sure the PC is MPEG | 
enabled. It won’t cost you anything, and you’ll be doing your part to |

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create a larger installed base for the ISVs. 


Games — Have you ever noticed that the coolest PC games run 
under DOS and not Windows? Windows does not allow the game to 
take direct control of the hardware. On the other hand, since all graphics 
subsystems are different, no DOS game takes full advantage of the 
hardware features of each PC. Games would be much more realistic and 
exciting if they used all of the power of the PC rather than the lowest 
common denominator. Enter Microsoft and Windows 95. Microsoft 
will soon write a set of game extensions for Windows 95 that will allow 
ISVs to write to a common driver layer, so each individual game can 
take advantage of the unique features of each PC. Thus, many new PC

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features will be enabled in 1996, including three-dimensional 
rendering, video acceleration and texture mapping. The PC will 
soon blow away the quality of gaming machines. What does this 
mean to you? You have to upgrade to Windows 95 to play the best 
games in the world. 


Hard Drives — I still remember rewriting dBase/Clipper code 
to fit in a 640K DOS memory limitation. Pretty sticky stuff. Well, 
Windows removed that problem (except for games — see above), 
but ISVs have a new dilemma — fitting all of their code and data on 
your hard drive. If everyone in the installed base had 1GB of free 
disk space, software applications would 
already be higher performance, richer, easier 
to use and more intuitive. How do you break 
the chicken/egg cycle? Buy large hard 
drives. The cost of a 1GB drive today is 
approximately the same as a 120MB drive 
three years ago. The hard drive industry is 
committed to increasing capacity and aerial 
density at all price points.

Windows 95 — What does Windows 95 
really mean to you and us? Yeah, we’ve 
heard all of the hype, but so what? You 
finally got your PC running just the way you 
want, and why go through the hassle? Since 
Windows 95 is a more demanding operating 
system, disk and DRAM upgrades may also be necessary. In the 
short term, the long file names and the desktop metaphor can 
significantly enhance the way you work. Other ease-of-use 
functions such as Plug and Play are also nice, but is it worth it? 
Maybe, maybe not. The key is the long run, where there will be 
many new applications that finally unleash the true power of your 
PC. True 32-bit applications that take advantage of each unique

hardware characteristic of your CD-ROM, graphics card and sound 
card. Same as the transition from DOS to Windows, there will come 
a time when the new applications that you want to run will require 
Windows 95, and then you'll have little choice but to bite the bullet. 


The Best PC — So what’s the best computer to buy 1n fourth 
quarter of this year? Get a big monitor. Monitor technology moves 
much more slowly than other technologies in a PC. So a big 
monitor (17" or greater) holds its value longer, and that’s what you 
want anyhow. 16MB of RAM is a must. In most operating systems, 
overall system performance increases substantially with 16MB of 
RAM, and you can work on more things 
simultaneously. Get at least a 1GB hard drive. 
You'll be amazed at how quickly the new 
applications will snap up storage space, and 
that’s just the beginning with audio and sound 
data types being passed over the Internet. And a 
28.8 modem is absolutely key for net surfing. 
(By the way, if you haven’t tried the net, you 
should.) After that, invest in the CPU. 


The Future — 1996 will be a very exciting 
and challenging year for the PC industry. With 
an installed base of Pentium CPUs, large hard 
drives and fast modems, software applications 
will make a major leap forward. Additionally, 
this installed base will enjoy the ever expand- 
ing functionality of the PC including high-quality video playback 
and video teleconferencing. I don’t know about you, but I’m getting 
excited just writing about it.

You just received your PC yi 


Windows 95 pre-installed. Or you just 
installed the Windows 95 upgrade. You 
have this really neat MS-DOS-based game 
that you bought. But when you try to use 
it, it doesn’t work because the CD-ROM 
and the sound card aren’t working when 
you try to run the program. And worst of 
all, your kid’s whining because he/she can’t 
play his/her new game. 

Well, struggle no more. There’s a 
simple solution. To use your MS-DOS 
games, there are a few extra steps involved 
in configuring your PC. When your PC is 
shipped from the factory with Windows 95 
installed, there is no config.sys and 
autoexec.bat. You have to configure the PC 
to recognize the necessary drivers for DOS 
before your game is going to run properly. 
And, of course, to keep your system 
optimized, if you installed Windows 95 
over an existing Windows version, you 
don’t want to have a config.sys and 
autoexec.bat to slow your system down. 

The first thing to know about installing 
any software on your system is that you 
shouldn’t do it through File Manager or 
Explorer. Click on Start, Settings, and 
Control Panel. Double-click on Add/ 
Remove Programs. Instead, click on 
Install. With the disc in the CD-ROM, 
click on Next. If the installation filename 1s 
in the box shown, click on Finish. If not, 
click the Browse button and give the

computer the correct path to the install 
program. When the MS-DOS box appears, 
finish the installation according to the 
directions. 

Once the installation is 
complete, using Explorer, 
find the .exe file which 
launches the program and 
right click on it. Under 
Properties, choose the 
Program tab and click on Advanced. Place 
a check mark in the MS-DOS mode box, 
and place a dot in the “Specify a new MS- 
DOS Configuration” option. Under the 
Config.sys and Autoexec.bat text boxes, fill 
in all the drivers and other lines needed in 
order for the game to run. If you installed 
the upgrade version of Windows 95, you 
will already have a config.sys and 
autoexec.bat with the necessary driver lines 
for your CD-ROM, sound card, mouse, etc. 
in it. Copy these drivers and add them to 
the lines automatically included in the text 
box. If your game needs expanded 
memory, add the RAM parameter to the 
Emm386 line. Some games don’t need the 
sound card drivers, as they automatically 
detect the sound card without them. 

If you have Windows 95 pre-installed 
on your system, you have a little more to do 
if you need the CD-ROM and the sound 
card drivers. Boot clean to MS-DOS and 
install the DOS drivers for whichever drive 
or sound card you have. Then, simply copy 
the drivers to the box provided in the 
Advanced section mentioned above. Click 
on Okay to save the settings. When you 
save this, you'll notice that a new file will 
be placed in Explorer with a MS-DOS icon 
next to it and a Shortcut label on it. This is 
what you'll use to launch the program. The 
benefit of all this is simply that you can 
eliminate the config.sys and autoexec.bat, 
freeing Windows 95 from dealing with any 
permanent 16-bit drivers. This will make 
everything run a lot faster. 


w that I have upgraded to Windows 
w do I make sure all my hardware is 
ag utilized optimally? What about 
drivers for my peripherals? 


First, rename your config.sys and 
oexec.bat. 16-bit drivers bad — 32-bit 
rivers good. When you rename these two 
files, you’re eliminating the real mode 
drivers. Right click on My Computer and 
select Properties from the pull-down menu. 
Select the Device Manager tab to view what 
hardware has been automatically configured 
by the upgrade procedure. Anything, such 
as your sound card or your modem, which 
may not have been configured, can be easily 
set up. In the Add New Hardware section 
of the Control Panel, click on Next. Select 
No and click on Next so that Windows will 
not autodetect your hardware. From the list 
provided, select the hardware you wish to 
install. For example, you want to configure 
your 28.8 TelePath modem. Double click 
on Modem. Place a check mark in the 
Don’t Detect Modem box and click on 
Next. Under Manufacturers, choose U.S. 
Robotics, Inc., and under Models, choose 
Sportster 28800 Internal. Click on Next. 
Select the appropriate Com Port, which will 
most likely be Com 1, and click on Next. 
Click on Finish. You may do this with any 
other hardware in the same manner. If the 
component you're trying to find is not listed 
in the Manufacture/Model screen, you may 
use the Have Disk option and obtain the 
Windows 95 driver from either the Gateway 
2000 BBS or your Gateway 2000 OEM 
Windows 95 Upgrade CD.

You see, it’s that old chicken-and-egg thing. Most folks have 2X 
drives, so software developers target the majority of the installed 
base. Hey, it’s America — the majority wins, remember? By 
getting the 4X drive, you’re adding your vote to what will ultimately 
become the new majority and thus attract the attention of software 
developers. 
Evolution doesn’t happen all 
at once, so if you hunt, you can 
actually find some multimedia 
titles that take advantage of 
quad-speed technology today. 
But the problem remains:

outpaces reality when it comes to 
something as dynamic and fast- 
changing as personal computing. 
And reality is slowed down | 
because of a game of chicken 
between hardware and software developers who often find them- 
selves being at odds when it comes to the introduction of new 
technology. Because computer system vendors are always compet- 
ing against each other, in order to attract customers they need to try a 
different strategy and make their product seem different from the rest. 

Gateway 2000 has always taken the road of trying to offer high- 
performance systems, and it’s been among the first to introduce new 
hardware technologies. Indeed, the company’s initial success was 
largely achieved when Gateway was the first to eliminate the 386 
from its product line and offer a 486 with 8MB as its minimum 
configuration — this was at a time when the rest of the industry was 
centered around a 386 system with 2 to 4MB of RAM. Similarly, 
Gateway has been at the forefront of other standards by including 
extras in every system, such as CD-ROM drives and sound cards, 
Windows software, and most recently 28.8 modems. Indeed, the 
move to a 28.8 modem has stepped ahead of some services that do 
not offer access at this higher speed — but at least you now have the 
capability of making a high-speed connection.

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The Incubator’s Hopping 


I don’t want to count my technologies before they hatch, but 
high-speed advances in personal computers seem to be escalating 
rather than subsiding. I can think of four technologies — MPEG, 
ISDN, video conferencing and CD recording — that will egg the 
industry onward. As a result of these advances, we will all be able 
to repeat the cycle of getting excited about a product when we hear 
the hype, rush out and get the latest and greatest to satisfy our 
cravings, and thus help create an installed base vacuum that we 
hope will draw in the software developers. 

If you’re into multimedia, get ready for MPEG. MPEG — 
which stands for the Motion Pictures Experts Group — is a data 
compression technology that lets you play full-screen, full-motion 

video, which is almost as good as a TV, right off your 
CD-ROM. That’s right, folks, 
soon you ll be able to settle 
| down in front of your PC and 
take in Forrest Gump on CD- 
) ROM. Although Forrest Gump 


may never know quite what he 
is going to get in life, the folks 
who are backing the MPEG 
standard — a coalition of 
computer industry giants, 
Hollywood studios, and 
Japanese megopolies — wanted 
to make sure MPEG arrived on 
the scene with at least one hot movie and forked over a pile of 
dough to convert Forrest Gump into the new Video CD format. 
Video CD is a new CD-ROM standard that lets you play a movie or 
video from a CD-ROM much the way you would from a videotape. 

MPEG will first emerge on hopped-up video cards, then will 
probably migrate to the motherboard, and ultimately will be 
absorbed into the muscle of the system’s main processor. Not only 
will you be able to view movies in Video CD format, MPEG will 
find its way into multimedia software and eventually even onto the 
Internet, allowing you to view movies across the Net. 


Featherbedding Your Phone Line 

If it’s surfing the Net that turns you on, then the technology egg 
you'll want to incubate is ISDN. ISDN, an acronym for Integrated 
Services Digital Network, does for your analog phone line what the 
CD did to your phonograph record. ISDN provides a digital phone 
line that turns your modem into a dinosaur and lets you surf the Net 
at 128k bps — about five times the speed of the fastest 28.8 modem. 
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The “I” of ISDN stands for integrated, and the most tangible benefit 
this brings you is the ability to send and receive phone calls on the 
same line you are using for surfing the Net simultaneously. 

ISDN provides an integrated pair of data lines, technically 
known as “B-channels.” With ISDN, you can bond both B-channels 
together to achieve speeds up to 128k bps. Ifa phone call comes in, 
one of the B-channels can automatically answer the call while your 
Net session remains online using the other B-channel. True, your 
surfing speed drops to a maximum of 64k bps, but that’s still a lot 
faster than a modem, and you recover your bandwidth as soon as 
you get off the phone line, thus freeing up the other B-channel. 

If you’re thinking of getting a paren 
second phone line, and your phone | 
company offers inexpensive ISDN 
service (residential rates are as low 
as $23 per month in some areas), 
you might as well get an ISDN line. 
You may not have many other 
people to call for the time being, | 
but you can pat yourself on the back 
for being a step ahead into the 
digital future. 

What do you get if you take 
MPEG and mix it with ISDN? 
Video-teleconferencing. The MPEG ? ie 
compression standard provides a 
way to squeeze video bandwidth down to the point where you can 
get a decent two-way link going over an ISDN line. Once MPEG 
and ISDN become prevalent, you’ ll be able to get video-teleconfer- 
encing by simply hooking up your camcorder to a video capture card 
and plugging a microphone into your sound card. 


Hatching a New Storage Standard 

No matter what you do with your computer, there’s another 
technology coming down the road that will eventually make 
everyone want to go to the other side. That hot technology is CD 
recording. CD-ROM recorders have been around for a few years but 
people didn’t get too excited about them because they cost thousands 
of dollars, had difficult-to-use software and broke a lot. All that’s 
changed now, and Sony, Pinnacle Micro, JVS, Yamaha, and others 
are bringing CD recorders to market in the $1,000 price range. Over 
the next year or two, the price will drop even further and ultimately I 
predict they will become a standard item on desktop computers. 
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When most people think of CD-ROM recorders, they consider 
them the domain of multimedia developers. Not for long. With the 
advent of lower prices on CD-ROM recorders coupled with the price 
of a blank CD dropping to $10 or less, the technology is poised to go 
mainstream. For starters, it blows a tape drive away when it comes 
to back up. No more searching through a tape to find a backed-up 
file; just back up your data to a CD-ROM and you can pop the back- 
up disc into your CD drive and access the information on your back 
up as easily as if it were on your hard disk. You can use your back 
up on almost any system because it’s a lot easier to find a CD-ROM 
drive than a tape drive — especially given the multitude of incom- 
patible tape formats. 

But beyond back up, you’ ll need a 
CD-ROM recorder just for storing your 
day-to-day data. Let’s face it: with 
Windows, OLE, and multimedia all 
swelling the size of files geometrically, 
/ it’s hard to fit much on a floppy 

anymore. As we use more of these new 
software technologies to create highly 
graphical and multimedia documents, 
it’s difficult to print just onto paper 
anymore. CD recorders will provide a 
way to print multimedia and other 
digital files as well as replacing floppy 


drives and tape back up. 


Playing Chicken 

If you live on the cutting edge by buying the latest and greatest 
all the time, you’re bound to experience some frustraton. No matter 
how whiz bang your system, another technology carrot looms just a 
little further out on the stick. But the payback for bleeding a little on 
the cutting edge transcends that smug feeling of being the first to 
have something really cool — you are also helping to move the 
center of the installed base closer to the future. So if it seems as if 
hardware and software vendors are more at odds sometimes than in 
harmony, you're right. But this very game of chicken keeps them 
daring each other to innovate and ultimately delivers new technology 
to consumers faster than any other product category in history.

Consider it a holiday gift 
from me, your faithful GW2k Technical Editor. 


The Chappell family from Tullahoma, Tennessee, Ron@uteatnte 


following tip for creating personalized program folders for each 
family member: “Our home computer has seven users, ages 3 and 
up: Mom, Dad and five children. So that each family member can 
have a personalized folder for programs, we created shortcuts to 
program folders, each having a family member’s name. Here’s how 
we did it: 

1. Click the Start button using the right mouse button. 

2. Click Open. 

3. Double click the programs folder that appears in the window. 

4. Click File on the menu bar in the Programs Folder window. 

5. Point to New on the cascading menu and then click Folder. 

6. Type a family member’s name (i.e. Amanda) and press Enter 

to replace the default “New Folder’ name. 

7. Using the right mouse button, click on the new folder and 

choose Create Shortcut. 

8. Using the left mouse button, click and drag the shortcut icon 

to the desktop and release it. 

9. Repeat steps 4-8 for each family member. 

Each person can customize the contents by placing shortcuts to 
favorite programs in their own folder. As a result, the children 
maintain their own folders and do not disturb folders that belong to 
the others. Each person’s folder is now just a double click away!” 

Thanks, Chappells! This is an excellent idea. To expand on this, 
you can also create subfolders in each of these folders, using steps 5 
and 6 inside the new folder. Each family member could make a 
Letters, Games or Sounds subfolder within their own folder.

Right click anywhere on your desktop and choose 
Properties. Choose the Appearance menu tab. On this menu, you 
can alter the colors of your windows and menu items, change the 
fonts or resize your icons. To enlarge your icons, choose Icon in the 
Item window and increase the number in the Size window. Click on 
OK and you won’t have squint at your desktop anymore. 


Put your favorite programs onto the main Start menu |@ 
easy access. Right click on Start and choose Explore. Locate any 
executable files, such as a game or communications program, and 
click and drag the file to the Start Menu folder. The next time you 
open the Start Menu, the new program will appear. You can also 
create submenus by creating a subdirectory under the Start Menu 
folder in Explorer.

Mailing Labels Created In MS Word 


Looking for a great way to save time mailing out all 
those holiday cards? Creating a database for 
mailing labels is a little complicated at 
first, but should save time in the end. 
Step One: Creating the Database 
1. Open a New document in 
Word. 
2. Under Table, choose Insert 
Table. (Or click on the Table icon 
on the toolbar.) 

3. Select the number of 
columns and rows. In this case 
you'll need six columns for the 

first name, last name, address, 

city, state and zip code. (Hint — 

choose the “Wizard” button and 
Word will automatically format the

database for you!) 
4. After your table appears, type in the titles (First Name, Last 
Name, etc.) using the Tab key to switch from box to box. 

5. Next enter the information. If the boxes are too small don’t 
worry, the labels won’t print that way. You can make the cells larger by 
choosing Cell Height and Width under Table on the toolbar. You can 
also add or delete cells, or conduct a search for certain information. 

6. After you’ve entered all the names and addresses, you're 
ready to save the database. Under File, choose Save As and name 
the file. Then close out of the database. 

Step Two: Creating Mailing Labels 

You may create labels or envelopes. However, labels may be 
easier as they don’t have to be fed into the printer one by one. 

1. Since you just closed out of your database, click on the New 


Document icon to start a new page. 

2. Select the Mail Merge option under Tools. 

3. You will see a box with three steps. Under Step One, click on 
the Create button. 

4. Word will display a list of options. Click on Mailing Labels, 
then choose “Active Window.” | 

5. You will be returned to the original Mail Merge box. Under 
Step Two, click on Get Data, and then choose Open Data Source. 

6. Scroll through the files, highlight your database and click OK. 

7. If necessary, Word will ask you to set up the document. 
Choose “Setup Main Document.” 

8. At the next window, insert the correct information for your 
printer and labels and click OK. 

9. You will have a box titled Create Labels on 
your screen. Click on the bar that says Insert 
Merge Field. 

10. There is a white box underneath Insert 
Merge Field. Whatever you select will 
appear in this box, and will print that way 
on the labels. The options are the titles of 
your database boxes. Choose “First 
Name” (or whatever you named it), put 
a space after it, and then choose “Last 
Name.” Start a new line on the label 
by hitting Return and choose 
“Address.” On the third line, insert 
“City,” put a comma with a space 
after it, and then insert “State.” 
Lastly, insert two spaces and choose 
“Zip Code” from the “Insert Merge Field” box. 
The finished product should look like this: 

<< First Name >> << Last Name >> 

<< Address >> 

<< City >>, << State >> << Zip Code >> 

11. When finished, click OK to return to the Mail Merge Menu. 
Step Three: Merging Database With Labels 

1. Under Step Three on the main menu, choose Merge. 

2. If you’d like to see your document before it prints, choose 
New Document. You will be able to see the labels and edit them if 
need be. To bypass this step, choose Printer. 

3. Choose Merge, and then choose Print.

The reason for 
the apparent discrepancy is because of the 
difference between minimum requirements 
and optimum configurations. Systems 
configured with I6MB RAM will run 
Windows 95 much faster than those with 
SMB RAM. That’s the reason we said 16MB 
RAM is recommended for optimal perfor- 
mance. PC performance varies greatly, 
depending on system configuration and 
software. Some Gateway PCs come standard 
with SMB RAM because many of our 
customers don’t need that much power and/ 
or they don’t want to invest in 16MB RAM at 
the initial point of sale.

Unlike most kids their age, children recuperating from bone 
marrow transplants can’t play outside, hang out at the arcade or 
spend time with friends. But thanks to the exciting world of 
computer technology, they can travel to exotic places, pilot high- 
speed fighter planes and study prehistoric 
dinosaurs close up. 

At Children’s Memorial Hospital in 
Chicago, eight Gateway PCs link the bone 
marrow unit isolation rooms and 
playroom. Of course hospitals use 
computers all the time, but what makes 
these special is that they aren’t used for 
storing data, crunching numbers and 
printing reports. Here you'll find an 
electronic playground, designed to help 
young patients cope with their illnesses 
and social isolation. 

“This program is very important in 
terms of recuperation,’ said Dr. Morris 
Kletzel, head of the Bone Marrow 
Transplant Team at Children’s Memorial. B 
“The computers take the children’s minds 
off their pain and isolation by allowing 
them to play and learn.” 

Modeled after a similar installation at Boston Children’s Hospital, 
the program began as a dream for Kletzel three years ago. Last May 
the dream was realized when seven computers from Gateway 2000 
were donated by Ameritech, a communications company based in 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Ohio and Wisconsin. The number of 
Gateway computers in use rose to eight when an extra PC was added 
to the playroom. 

Currently there are four children in the bone marrow transplant 
unit, ranging in age from 2 to 15. Because their immunity to disease 
is suppressed following a bone marrow transplant, the patients are 
confined to special isolation rooms to protect against infection. 
Visitation 1s significantly limited, and the children may stay in 
isolation for up to six weeks. The computers ease the difficult 
situation, making time spent in isolation a little more pleasant for the 
young patients. 

“This (isolation) is very rough for children, especially teenagers. 
The computer system expands the boundaries of their world,” said 


Courtney Jamieson, Hematology/Oncology Child Life Specialist and 
coordinator of the bone marrow transplant computer system. The 
eight interconnected computer terminals allow patients to talk to each 
other through e-mail and access to the Internet. They can also play 


games by themselves, with each other and with visitors. Parents use 


the Gateway PCs to communicate with their children, provide mutual 
support to other parents in the unit and keep in touch with the office. 

The computers themselves are fully equipped with the latest 
technology, including speakers, CD-ROM drives and even small 
video cameras mounted on top of the terminals to allow young 
patients to “see” each other. Software donated by Microsoft provides 
hours of educational entertainment, such as learning about the human 
body, nature and the solar system. More adventurous patients can 
take off into the clouds with flight stmulators and create their own 
3-D adventures. 

What does the future hold for the bone marrow transplant unit at 
Children’s Memorial? Kletzel hopes to use interactive video 
technology to connect the hospital and schools so the children won't 
miss class. Children’s Memorial hopes the program will become a 
model for other Midwestern hospitals. And although they’re less 
than thrilled with the idea of homework, the kids are hoping for even 
more cool software!
